U.S.  won’t  retaliate 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  said  Thursday  he  is 
“certainly  not  thinking  of  revenge” 
against  Iran  for  the  ordeal  suffered 
by  hostage  Americans,  but  neither 
does  he  see  a  reconciliation  with  the 
revolutionary  government  in 
Tehran. 

“What  good  would  just  revenge 
do  and  what  form  would  that  take?” 
Reagan  asked.  “I  don’t  think 
revenge  is  worthy  of  us.  On  the  other 
hand,  I  don’t  think  we  should  act  as 
if  this  never  happened.” 

In  his  first  nationally  broadcast 
news  conference  since  taking  office 
10  days  ago,  the  president  said  he 
would  not  encourage  American 
business  to  resume  trade  with  the 
Persian  Gulf  nation  “at  this  point” 


He  joked  that  he  hoped  that  any 
businessmen  eager  to  deal  with  Iran 
would  consult  “by  long  distance. 
We  wouldn’t  want  to  go  back  to  hav¬ 
ing  just  a  different  cast  of  characters 
but  the  same  show  going  on.”

“The  smog  in  the  valley  has 
caused  an  increased  amount  of 
respirator  illness,”  he  said.  “It  oc¬ 
curs  most  among  the  extremely 
young  and  extremely  old.” 

Call  said  Utah  Valley  inhabitants 
are  in  danger  of  respiratory  irrita¬ 
tion  because  of  the  high  concentra¬ 
tion  of  pollutants  in  the  air. 

“Usually  we  face  no  more  danger 
than  any  other  place,”  Call  said. 
“The  pollution  is  swept  up  out  of 
the  air  we  breathe.  During  this 
period  of  fog,  though,  the  pollution 
is  kept  down  near  the  ground  and  in 
the  air  we  breathe.”

Attorney  General  Thursday  because 
of  a  “conflict  of  interest  with  the  up¬ 
coming  ASBYU  elections.”  Haws 
announced  his  resignation  in  a 
memo  to  ASBYU  President  Jeff 
Duke. 

Haws  has  not  said  he  will  run  for 
office  in  the  ASBYU  elections  later 
this  semester. 

In  its  Thursday  night  meeting, 
the  ASBYU  Executive  Council  ap¬ 
proved  Mark  Griffin  as  attorney 
general  to  replace  Haws.  Griffin 
must  now  be  approved  by  the 
Supreme  Court,  Duke  said. 

The  ASBYU  constitution  states 
an  attorney  general  must  take  at 
least  eight  and  one-half  credits 
hours  to  be  eligible  for  the  position, 
Duke  said,  but  Griffin  is  finishing 
his  last  semester  with  only  five  and 
one-half  credit  hours. 

Because  Griffin’s  case  is  not  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  Constitution, 
Duke  said  special  review  by  the 
Supreme  Court  is  needed. 

Speaking  of  the  former  attorney 
general,  Duke  said,  “Kasey  has 
been  excellent.  He’s  brought  a  lot  of 
class  to  the  court  system  and  a  lot  of 
credibility  to  the  ASBYU  office.” 

Meanwhile,  a  newly  formed  com¬ 
mittee,  “Students  for  Excellence” 
awarded  Christine  Wright  a  cer¬ 
tificate  for  academic  achievement 
in  administrative  management  in 
the  council  meeting.  Mrs.  Wright, 
who  has  a  3.88  GPA,  said,  “being 
married  and  going  to  school  works 
out  really  great.”

The  Moslem  clerics,  or  mullahs, 
antagonize  government  technocrats 
by  interfering  in  all  aspects  of 
national  life.  As  part  of  their 
“cultural  revolution,  the  mullahs 
have  shut  down  much  of  Iran’s  un¬ 
iversity  system.  Moreover,  massive 
unemployment  and  general 
economic  paralysis  are  making  the 
Rajai -clergy  leadership  increasingly 
unpopular,  the  Iran  specialists  say. 

The  more  Western-oriented 
revolutionaries  speak  of  establishing 
a  “real  Islamic  government.”  To 
them  this  means  a  government  that 
adheres  to  Moslem  principles  but 
puts  the  mullahs  back  in  the  mos¬ 
ques. 


Nelson  said  he  was  told  he  would 
be  contacted  in  the  future,  but  was 
not  asked  for  his  name  or  the  names 
of  the  paintings.

Warsaw  vows  action 


WARSAW,  Poland  —  The 
Polish  government  warned  on 
Thursday  that  it  would  take 
“necessary”  but  unspecified  ac¬ 
tion  to  quell  the  “anarchy  and 
chaos”  created  by  a  wave  of  labor 
unrest  gripping  the  nation.  The 
Soviet  Union  kept  up  its  harsh 
criticism  of  events  in  the  Com¬ 
munist  nation. 

The  official  government  warn¬ 
ing  came  just  hours  after  agree¬ 
ment  was  reached  for  a  meeting 
Friday  between  independent 
trade  union  negotiators  and 
Premier  Jozef  Pinkowski  and 
other  government  officials  to 
discuss  the  union’s  main 
grievances.

NEW  YORK  —  A  selling  wave 
Thursday  sent  gold  prices  sliding 
below  $500  an  ounce  for  the  first 
time  in  almost  10  months,  but  late 
hectic  trading  in  New  York  sent 
prices  back  up  on  fresh  fears  of 
unrest  in  Poland. 

After  dropping  as  low  as  $485  a 
troy  ounce  during  the  day,  the 
price  of  gold  for  February  delivery 
on  New  York’s  Commodity  Ex¬ 
change  closed  at  $515.80.

Bills  repealed \  resurrected 


Adoption  red  tape  sliced

The  red  tape  for  couples  trying  to  adopt 
children  was  cut  Thursday  when  the  Utah  State 
House  decided  to  repeal  a  law  rather  than  amend 


it. 


In  other  House  action  the  lawmakers  resurrec¬ 
ted  and  sent  back  to  committee  the  controversial 
bill  concerning  oil  company  ownership  of  gas  sta¬ 
tions. 

In  Senate  action,  legislators  advanced  a  bill 
regulating  the  dumping  of  nuclear  waste  in  the 
state. 

State  law  requires  couples  attempting  to  adopt 
children  to  go  through  an  investigation.  A  bill 
sponsored  by  Sen.  Kay  Comaby,  R-Salt  Lake, 
would  have  amended  the  state  law  to  permit 
charging  couples  for  the  investigation. 

The  House,  led  by  Rep.  Lorin  Pace,  R-Salt 


The  House,  led  by  Rep.  Lorin  Face,  K-8alt 
Lake,  decided  to  repeal  that  section  of  the  law. 

Supporters  of  the  bill  said  a  review  process  of 
couples  was  necessary,  but  Pace  blasted  the  in¬ 
vestigation  process,  saying  it  “required  things  of 
couples  even  God  does  not  require  in  order  to 
have  children.” 

Rep.  Gary  Brockbank,  R-Salt  Lake,  recalled 


House  Bill  32,  which  had  been  killed  Monday. 

The  bill  would  prohibit  refiners  from  operating 
service  stations.  Lawmakers  in  favor  of  the  bill 
argued  the  bill  was  in  the  best  interest  of  con¬ 
sumers  and  competition,  citing  what  happened 
in  Europe,  where  all  service  stations  are  con¬ 
trolled  by  refiners,  and  the  price  of  gasoline  is  $3 
per  gallon. 

The  bill  was  sent  back  to  committee  for  further 
consideration. 

Sen.  Frances  Farley,  D-Salt  Lake,  sponsored 
the  nuclear  waste  legislation  in  the  Senate. 

The  measure  requires  the  governor,  the 
Legislature  and  county  commission  in  which  the 
dumping  is  to  take  place  to  approve  any  dumping 
sites  before  waste  is  brought  in. 

Mrs.  Farley  said  nine  other  states  have  taken 
similar  action  to  protect  themselves  from  nuclear 
waste.  The  bill  doesn’t  prohibit  nuclear  waste 
dumping,  Mrs.  Farley  said.

“We  won’t  have  com- 
piled  the  death 
statistics  for  this  period 
for  another  six  or  eight 
months,”  he  said,  “but 
I  wouldn’t  be  surprised 
if  the  death  rate  in¬ 
creased  during  Decem¬ 
ber  and  January.” 


Few  area  schools  and 
employers  reported  in¬ 
creased  absences. 
Those  institutions 
which  did  report  un¬ 
usually  high  numbers  of 
absences  due  to  cold 
and  flu  were  elementary 
schools. 


“We’ve  had  a  high 
number  of  absences,” 
said  Marjorie  Gagey,  a 
.  secretary  at  Rock  Ca¬ 
nyon  Elementary 
School.  “Teachers  have 
commented  to  me  that 
they  have  never  had  so 
many  absences  in  their 
classrooms.” 

Smoke  and  dust  par¬ 
ticles  reached  high 
levels  of  concentration 
near  ground  level  dur¬ 
ing  the  fog.  Vickie 
Sutherland,  a 

meteorologist  with  the 
North  American 
Weather  Consultants, 
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explained  a  high 
pressure  system  had 
settled  over  the  valley 
and  prevented  the  air 
underneath  from  rising. 

“The  fog  was  caused 
,  by  an  air  inversion,  a 
common  occurence  in 
the  Salt  Lake  Valley,” 
she  said.  “The  cold  air 
was  trapped  below  the 
warm  air.  The  high 
pressure  system  kept 
the  air  low  and  stable, 
preventing  storms  from 
entering  the  valley  and 
air  from  rising.” 

Robert  Dally,  an  air 
quality  speacialist  with 
the  Utah  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health,  said 
particulate  pollution  is 
above  average  in  Utah 
County. 

“Provo  has  a  high 
level  of  particles  in  the 
air  normally,”  Dally 
said.  “These  particles 
occur  naturally  in  arid 
areas  where  dust  and 
dirt  are  blown  around. 
There  are  also  particles 
from  industry,  smoke 
and  automobile  ex¬ 
haust. 

“These  particles  are 
usually  high  in  the  air,” 
Dally  said,  “out  of  the 
air  which  people 
breathe.” 

Burdnell  Cordner,  of 
the  Utah  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health,  said 
the  industrial  particles 
are  assumed  to  be  more' 
dangerous  to  health 
than  agricultural  parti¬ 
cles. 

“The  largest  single 
source  of  particulate 
pollution  in  Utah 
County  is  Geneva 
Steel,”  Burdnell  said. 
“Other  sources  are  the 
sand  and  gravel  pits, 
asphalt  and  stone¬ 
crushing  plants  and 
coal  burned  in  in¬ 
dustrial  plants  and 
homes.”

Saturday,  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Utah  Special 
Events  Center  will  con¬ 
tain  15,000  very  hyper 
Ute  fans.  You  can  bet 
they  won’t  be  acting 
like  an  audience 
watching  a  symphony 
orchestra. 

Utah  also  claims  the 
top  field  goal  percen¬ 
tage  in  the  WAC  with 
55  percent.  Danny 
Vranes  leads  in  in¬ 
dividual  stats  with  63 
percent,  followed 
closely  by  teammates 
Tom  Chambers  and 
Scott  Martin. 

Another  advantage 
for  the  Utes  is  their  four 
senior  starters,  who 
have  been  together  for 
four  years. 

First  is  6-7  Vranes,  a

skilled  forward  who 
averages  18.2  points 
and  7.4  rebounds  a 
game.  Next  is  another 
All-America  candidate, 
6-9  Chambers,  who 
averages  18  points  and 
8.8  rebounds  a  game. 

Karl  Bankowski,  6-7; 
and  5-11  guard  Scott 
Martin  are  the  other 
senior  starters.  Pace 
Mannion,  6-6,  finishes 
the  line-up  as  a 
sophomore  guard. 

Those  are  good  odds 
— -  enough  to  make 
Utah  the  best  bet  in 
Vegas.  Yet,  that  hasn’t 
seemed  to  stop  BYU 
before. 

First,  there’s  this  guy 
named  Danny  Ainge. 

Ainge  is  third  in  the 
nation  in  scoring  with 
an  average  of  26.3 
points.  He  scored  31  , 
points  against  Wyom¬ 
ing  while  sick  with  the 
flu,  so  who  knows  what 
he  can  do  when  he’s 
healthy. 

No  doubt  defensive 
specialist  Mannion  will 
be  keeping  close  to 
Ainge,  but  Arnold 
doesn’t  seem  worried. 
“Nobody  has  stopped 
Ainge  yet.  I  don’t  ex¬ 
pect  Mannion  to  be  any 
different,”  he  said. 

The  Cougars  also 
have  a  plus  on  the 
boards,  averaging  45 
rebounds  a  game  while 


the  Utes  only  average 
35  caroms  per  game. 


Utah  Coach  Jerry 
Pimm  agrees.  “Their 
height  does  give  them  a 
definite  advantage  on 
the  boards,”  he  said. 
“The  team’s  front  line 
strength  will  be  a  major 
factor  in  the  game  out- 


And  although  Utah 
may  have  the  ex¬ 
perience,  both  Arnold 
and  Pimm  agree  that 
may  not  mean  better. 
“I  judge  experience  on 
the  number  of  games, 
not  on  the  number  of 
playing  years,”  said 
Pimm,  pointing  out 
Fred  Robert’s  three 
years  of  starting  play. 

Arnold  predicts  Fred 
Roberts  and  Greg  Kite 
will  be  tough  competi¬ 
tion  for  the  seniors 
Chambers  and  Vranes. 

Trumbo  may  be  the 
surprise  weapon. 
“Trumbo  has  played 
exceptionally  well  in 
the  biggest  games,” 
said  Arnold.  Trumbo 
also  admits  he  likes  the 
pressure  of  a  big  game. 

Saturday  should  be 
big  enough  for  him. 

Pimm  doesn’t  think 
any  one  team  will 
dominate  the  game.  “It 
is  always  a  good  game 
when  these  two  teams 
meet,”  he  said.  “It 


doesn’t  even  matter 
what  the  records  are.” 

Arnold  said  it  all  de¬ 
pends  on  defense.  “If 
they  make  55  out  of  100 
shots,  we’ve  got  to  stop 
them  from  shooting.  If 
we  have  good  defense, 
we’ll  get  the  rebounds 
and  make  the  fast  break 
possible.” 

Fouls  will  also  be  a 
critical  factor.  “It’ll  be 
a  big  question  (of)  who 
can  keep  their  guys  in 
the  ball  game,”  said  Ar¬ 
nold. 

Pimm  said  he  uses 
nine  players  consisten¬ 
tly,  so  Utah  may  have 
the  edge  if  fouls  become 
a  concern. 

As  for  the  rivalry,  Ar¬ 
nold  admits,  “I’ve  got 
to  live  in  this  state  all 
summer,  and  it  makes 
it  a  lot  easier  if  we  can 
whop  Utah  twice.”

He  said  the  outcome  of  the 
game  could  depend  on  who  out-muscles  the  other 
For  the  boards. 

The  senior  All-American  candidate  is  known 
for  his  strong  defense  and  was  an  important  part 
of  the  1980  U.S.  Olympic  team.  He  is  currently 
averaging  just  over  19  points  a  game. 

“He  is  an  exceptionally  talented  player,” 
Cougar  coach,  Frank  Arnold  said.  “He’s  a  super 
leaper,  has  great  hands  and  with  a  63  percent 
shooting  clip,  he’s  a  great  shooter  too.” 

Arnold  said  Vranes  has  to  be  contained  to  a 
certain  degree  but  because  of  the  Utes  balance 
and  experience  this  year  it  will  take  a  team  effort 
on  both  ends  of  the  court. 

“Vranes  has  always  been  good  inside,”  Arnold, 
who  is  looking  for  his

The  deadline  for  scholarship  applications  for 
continuing  students  is  Monday. 

According  to  Joann  Roberts,  scholarship  coor¬ 
dinator,  applications  for  the  1,500  scholarships 
awarded  for  spring,  summer  and  fall  1981  and 
winter  1982  must  be  returned  to  the  Financial 
Aids  Office,  A-41  ASB,  by  5  p.m. 

Mrs.  Roberts  said  applicants  need  only  to  com¬ 
plete  an  application.

Girls  at  Gates  Hall  in 
Heritage  Halls  put  up 
an  American  flag  the 
day  of  the  release  and 
displayed  it  until  the 
hostages  reached  Ger¬ 
many.  Other  apart¬ 
ments  in  that  complex 
painted  yellow  ribbons 
and  “welcome  home” 
signs  on  their  windows. 

Showing  they  un¬ 
derstood  the  dignity  of 
the  situation,  BYU 
cheerleaders  did  not

Ebert  recently  discussed  the  horror-film 
phenomenon  with  George  Romero,  director  of 
“Night  of  the  Living  Dead”  and  “Dawn  of  the 
Living  Dead,”  at  the  Yarrow  Holiday  Inn  in  Park 
City  before  a  large  group  of  film  buffs. 

Referring  to  the  production  of  such  movies, 
Romero  said,  “My  point  of  view  is  there  is 
nothing  behind  the  project  from  beginning  to  end 
that  is  not  meant  to  be  purely  exploitive.”  He 
said  the  unfortunate  reality  of  such  tasteless 
movies  is  that  they  are  imitations  of  box-office 
hits. 

Many  teen-agers  love  getting  scared  by  thriller 
movies,  but  Romero  did  not  think  they  are  affec¬ 
ted  as  adversely  as  most  would  believe. 

“I  think  that  teenagers  are  pretty 
sophisticated.  And  I  think  they  go  to  see  the 
movies  and  not  get  emotionally  affected.  I  think 
that  they  are  more  immune  to, them  than  I  am,” 
he  said. 

“I’m  not  sure  that  there  is  a  real  difference  bet¬ 
ween  a  teen-age  couple  going  on  a  date  to  see  a 
film  like  that,  and  a  teenage  couple  in  1945  going 
to  see  a  Randolph  Scott  western,”  the  director 
said. 

Ebert  then  retorted,  “There’s  a  difference  bet¬ 
ween  a  woman  as  an  object  whose  job  is  to  fry 
eggs  in  the  ranch  house  and  the  woman  as  an  ob¬ 
ject  whose  job  is  to  be  locked  up  in  the  closet.  The 
things  women  these  days  are  doing,  Randolph ' 
Scott  never  thought  of.” 

Following  his  conversation  with  Romero,  Ebert 
talked  about  his  opinions  on  films.  When  asked 
what  he  looked  for  in  a  movie,  the  film  critic  said, 
“Each  film  that  is  a  good  film  can  show  you  that 
it’s  good  in  ways  that  you  weren’t  anticipating 
when  you  walked  in.” 

“For  example,  I  thought  I  knew  all  about  outer 
space  movies  until  I  saw  ‘2001,’  which  totally 
gave  me  a  new  look  and  feel  and  immensity  into 
that  kind  of  film,”  he  said.  “Good  movies  have 
their  own  criteria  and  reveal  them  to  you  as 
you’re  watching.” 

Movies  about  people 

“I  love  movies  about  people;  movies  help  me  to 
see  something  about  human  nature  that  I  didn’t 
know  about  before.  There  are  movies  that  create 
a  time  and  place  so  well  that  I  feel  as  if  I’ve  been 
there,”  he  said. 

“Yet  on  the  other  hand,  I  like  movies  like  ‘Star 
Wars’  that  taught  me  nothing  of  human  nature,” 
he  said. 

Sex  and  violence  are  not  the  most  damaging 
things  on  screen,  he  said.  The  most  damaging 
thing  to  the  critic  is  a  movie  insulting  the 
audience’s  intelligence  by  its  sheer  stupidity. 

Meaningless  ratings 

According  to  Ebert,  the  R  rating  is 
meaningless.  “It  is  so  vague  that  it  includes 
movies  that  should  be  PG,  like  ‘Ordinary  Peo¬ 
ple,’  ”  he  said,  “and  movies  that  should  be  X  like 
‘I  Spit  on  Your  Grave’.  Any  rating  category  that 
can  include  both  ‘Ordinary  People’  and  ‘I  Spit  on 
Your  Grave’  is  so  big  that  it  has  no  meaning.” 


To  remedy  the  sad  shape  of  the  present  movie 
rating  system,  Ebert  casually  suggested  a  G,  R,  V 
and  X  system  which  sounds  like  an  improvement 
to  the  existing  one.  “X  means  sex  these  days.  I 
think  there  should  be  a  V  for  violence.  I  think  R 
should  be  what  is  the  difference  these  days  bet¬ 
ween  G  and  PG,”  Ebert  said. 

Many  filmmakers  don’t  consider  making  G- 
rated  movies  because  they  consider  the  G  to  be 
the  “kiss  of  death.”  “A  lot  of  audiences  feel  that 
if  it’s  a  G  rating,  it  has  to  be  so  innocuous  that  it’s 
not  going  to  be  entertaining  to  them,”  he  said. 

Before  becoming  a  veteran  film  critic,  Ebert 
was  a  feature  writer  for  the  Chicago  Sun-Times. 
When  the  film  critic  of  the  paper  retired,  he  got 
the  job  and  has  been  a  critic  for  the  past  13  years. 

Advice  to  future  critics 

Ebert  advised  would-be  critics  to  write,  read 
and  write.  “If  I  wanted  to  be  a  critic  I  would  first 
of  all  take  all  the  literature  and  composition 
classes  I  could  get,  and  secondly  I  would  take 
classes  in  my  specialty  if  they  were  offered,  such 
as  music,  drama,  arts;  whatever  it  was  that  you 
wanted  to  be  a  critic  of,”  he  said. 

“I  would  try  my  hand  in  either  doing  it  or  lear¬ 
ning  about  some  of  the  technical  aspects  of  it  if

possible  and  then  I  would,  most  importantly  of 
all,  do  it,”  he  said.  “You  have  to  find  an  outlet 
whether  it  be  a  college  paper  or  anybody  else  who 
would  print  your  stuff  and  just  function  as  a 
critic.  You  can’t  be  a  critic  unless  you  do  it.  It’s 
like  you  can’t  be  a  jogger  unless  you’re  actually 
running.” 

Ebert  followed  his  own  advice.  He  obtained  a 
solid  writing  background  as  a  graduate  English 
student  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  was  also 
a  sports  writer,  a  police  reporter  and  a  City  Hall 
reporter. 

According  to  him,  “You  can  only  learn  to  be 
critic  by  functioning  in  the  following  way  —  ex 
amining  the  work  of  art,  experiencing  the  work  of 
art,  translating  it  or  sampling  it  through  your 
mind,  and  then  writing  about  it. 

The  critic  owes  his  audience  his  own  opinion. 
He  has  to  be  in  touch  with  his  own  emotions  —  he 
has  to  be  able  to  communicate  honestly,  he  said.
